WEST FELICIANA’S ROW. 


Result of the Coroner's Inquiry in the Kill- 
ing at the Polls. 

Bayou Sara, La., June 19.—[Special.]— 
The Coroner’s jury sitting on the body of 
Hilliard Richardson, who was killed at the 
polls in West Feliciana while elecuoneering 
in behalf of the pro-lottery candidate for 
Senator, finds that he was killed by five 
men, Edgar Hamilton and his brother, Joe 
Hamiiton, Joe Merriman, Eugene Taylor, 
and his brother, Charles Taylor. The evi- 
dence is that Hilliard Richardson was as- 

saulted at the poll near Bayou Sara by Eu- 
gene Taylor. Blows were exchanged be- 
tween them, when both drew vistols and 
red. Both were wounded. Joseph Mer- 
riman, running up witha pistol in hand, fired 
at Richardsen, who, already wounded by 
Taylor, wheeied about and fired at Merriman, 
the ball penetrating his hat. Then there 
were ten or fifteen shots fired at Richardson 
acrowd of men who by that time com- 
tely—-surrounded him, and shot him 
ront, back, and on both flanks. Bob Corneil 
‘fushed to the rescue of Richardson, appeal- 
ing to, and then threatening tne crowd. The 
Coroner’s jury has found a verdict against 
the five men named above. Itis stated that 
Bugene Taylor is dying from the two wounds 
in the h inflicted by Richardson. 

It is learned that last night a crowd of 
men went to the residence of Dr. Hoicombe, 
in Jackson, and poured a volley of shot into 
his front door.

TO RID AUSTRALIA OF THE RABBITS. 


Device of an Illinois Farmer That Ig Ex- 
pected to Bring Nim a Fortune. 

BLooMINGTON, III., June 19.—[Special.|—A 
great deal of interest has been manifested in 
the invention of Mr. J. W. Funk of Hey- 
worth, which is intended to rid Australia cf 
its great rabbit pest. The country is over- 
run with these prolific animals and the Leg- 
islature of New South Wales has offered a 
reward of $125,000 for the person who will 
Suggest the best mode of exterminating 
them. About 14,000 people have responded, 
and of the modeis sent the Legislative Com- 
mittee selected a few of the best, and among 
them was Mr. Funk's device, and he received 
a letter a few days ago asking him to visit 
Australia and exhibit the working of his 
trap. He has written for more definite in- 
formation, and it would appear that he 
stands a good chance of winning a fortune. 

Thistrapisin shape not unlike the old- 
fashioned round rat trap—that is to say, the 
floor is round and the bait is suspended over 
the center from an arch. The floor is fast- 
ened to the framework by a pivot on each 
side. The pivots are not, however, at 
the ends of tne diameter—in other 
words, are not exactly opposite each 
other. On these the floor swings 
up and down. Arabtit, attracted by the 
bait, rushes on to the trap, when the floor 
swings down and drops him into a pit over 
which the trap has been set. The rabbit 
steps on the side nearest the pivots. The 
weight of his front feet is not enough to over- 
come the other side of the floor, but when 
the whole weight comes on down he goes. 
The pit is to be largeenoug to hold 300 or 400 
rabbits. and they can be killed by any means 
preferred. The Government isto pay for 
this idea and proposes to let each farmer 
construct his own trap. 

Mr. Funk is a farmer, aged 55 years, and is 
a member of a prominent tamily of this 
county. 


CONDITION OF THE FLOUR MARKET. 


Output of the Minneapolis Milis 
Slightly Increased. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 19.—The Jorth- 


western Miller says: 

The flour output of the mills last week was 
increased slightly, being 63,620 barrels, averag- 
ing 10,603 barrels daily., against 59,810 barrels 
the week before, 112,700 for the corresponding 
time in 1889, and 111,400 barrels in 1888. The 
water was let into the canal Tuesday after 
being shut out for three months, and since 
then more mills have been running, though 
there are several that are yet unable to use the 
water. There were eleven in operation yester- 
day, two or three of which were using steam in 
whole orin part. The flour market seems to be 
almost wholly without any feature 
of improvement. Some of the East- 
ern flour men present at tne millers’ 
convention think that they discern more interest 
shown by consumers, and are hopefulof a 
good demand setting in very soon. A local 
miller of bullish proclivities today remarked 
that it was in this very direction that he found 
reason for holding to the bull side of the market. 

Sales of flourfor the weck have been light 
and were in small lots, mostly fur territory west 
of New England. Prices are 15@20 cents lower, 
and some tirms have had a trifle more inquiry 
from abroad for patents, a few sales being ef- 
fected for London at about 29 shillings 6 pence. 
Nearly every one is pretty well sold ahead in 
bakers’, and if patents could be moved more 
freely there would be a greater disposition to in- 
crease the production. ow grades are in good 
demand at fair prices. reight rutes are 
gradually declining and are at a 
poiot quite favorable to exporting. The ex- 
vort shipments for the week were 15,930 
barrels,against 11,077 barrels the preceding week. 
London quotations are: Patents, 2956 6d@20s; 
bakers’, Les 9d@v3s 6d; low grades, 11s 9d@13s.

The Barta Inquest. 

Deputy Coroner Barrett finished the inquest 
yesterday on the bodies of Otto and Joseph 
Barta, the two boys who were killed by an 
IIlinois Central suburban train at the foot of 
Harrison street Sunday afternoon.

WANT BLAINE T0 PRESIDE 
A abb ‘URGING THE sEORE- 
TAKY TU ATTEND THE BANQUET. 


Directors Meet Today—Matters Coming to 
a Climax—Owen F. Aldis Will Report 
on the Result of the Conference with 
the Illinois Central People—it Was One 
of Inquiry and Not of Agreement—tThe 
National Commissioners Meet Thursday. 


The States’ Associauon is making great 
preparations for its bauquet to the National 
Commissioners, and hopes to have Secretary 

J. Frank Aldrich and John Barton Payne 
are nowin Washington awaiting Mr. Blaine’s 
answer to the invitation. They expect to 
receive it today and hope it will be in the 
nature of an acceptance, 

The association also has 
extended a formal invitation to the directors 
of the World’s Columbian Exposition to at- 
tend. The banquet wil) be held Thursday 
evening, June 26, at 6:30 o’clock, at the Palm- 
er House. The affair will be an elaborate one, 
and very select, the number of guests being 
limited. Those accepting invitations are re- 
quested to inclose $15 to H. R. Symonds, 
First Nawonal Bank, Chicago. In case more 
acceptances than the hail can accommodate 
are received checks received last will be re- 
turned. Diagrams of seats, as assigned, will 
be posted in the reception parlors before the 
dinner. ö 

The dullness of the last few days around the 
World’s Columbian Exposition headquarters 
is expected to end today when the directors 
meet. The objectof their meeting is to dis- 
cuss the question of site, and it is expected 
that Owen F. Aldis will report the result of 
the conference with President Fish of the 
Illinois Central. Mr. Pike is not expected 
home until next week, although he may ar- 
rive earlier. 

What the result of that conference was is 
not known at headquarters. Some say one 
thing and some another; some say that an 
agreement was reached by which the Lake- 
Front can be reported, and some say that 
the Illinois Central refused to enter into the 
plans. In fact it is mixed up, and ail that is 
known definitely is that the subcommittee is 
not empowered to select a site or to enter 
into any agreement with tne Illinois Central 
people. It could only investigate and secure 
terms for the Lake-Front site, as for all 


others. 

So many stories have been printed to the 
effect that a site has been chosen that it was 
deemed best yesterday to send out officially 
the following, which does away with any 
idea that a site has been settled on: 

Numerous inquiries are being made at head- 
quarters as to the result of the conference in 
New York yesterday, but officials are unable to 
give any definite replies. The fact that Messrs. 
Aldis and Pike have been in New York to confer 
with the Hlinois Central authorities is not de- 
nied; they went, however, m the Capacity of a 
subcommittee to ascertain what could be ac- 
complished rather than to close the negotia- 
tions. 

It was a conference of inquiry and not of 
agreement. 

Whatever outlines of propositions were dis- 
cussed will be made known in a day or two, and 
action must be taken by the directors as a body 
before any definite determination.can be arrived 
at. There need not be the slightest solicitude or 
apprehension that any concessions will be made 
to the railway corporation which will in any 
wise prejudice the interests of the city or public. 
Thus far the matter has been confined to the 
Committee on Buildings and Grounds, and posi- 
tive action can only be had on full concurrence 
by the Board of Directors. They doubtless will 
discuss the matter at Friday's session, prior to 
which, and in the absence of the sub-committee, 
there can be nothing but vague conjecture.- 

This because an untruth has been so fre- 
quently repeated. 

It is simply absurd,” said an official, ‘‘ to 
persist in saying that a site has been settled 
on. The Committee on Buildings ana 
Grounds has not met since its report concern- 
ing four sites was submitted and referred 
back to the sub-committee for amplification, 
not to choose from. 

“The real reason that time was asked, of 
course, was to learn on what terms the Lake- 
Front could be secured. The terms for all 
other sites they know, but this required fur- 
ther investigation. Weil, they have had it, 
but Ido not know what the result is. If fa- 
vorable the report will give the Lake-Front 
a big send-off ; 1 not, detter give up that 
idea. 


There is no expectation, however, of hav- 
ing the matter settled today. Mr. Aldis may 
report verbally, butit is not expected that 
the formal report will be presented. Aftera 
discussion of the matter the meeting will be 
probably adjourned over to Saturday or Mon- 
day for further action. Matters are coming 
toaclimax, however, and the site will be 
settled soon. The directors intend to have it 


ready to refer to the National Commission- 


ers when they meet, and they meet ‘Thursday 
next. 


The officials are realizing the importance 
of working the foreign fields and are at 
present devoting a good deal of attention to 
them. A complete list of all the leading 
journals of Europe has been prepared, and 
articles on the Exposition are being for- 
warded to them through Chicago citizens in 
Europe. These articles are accompanied by 
photographic views of Chicago. incluaing its 
prominent buildings and art features. As it 
was expressed yesterday: Nothing has 
been left undone to counteract the influence 
of disparaging editorials that have appeared 
in Eastern papers.“ 

Another move in this line has been made by 
the Committee on Catalogue and Printing. 
This is tryifig to engage prominent newspa- 
per correspondents in the Capitals of Europe 
to disseminate World’s Fair news that shall 
be sent them from Chicago. 


THE “BOARD OF LADY MANAGERS.” 


The Queen Isabella Association Has a 
Scheme for Choosing Them. 

Yesterday’s meeting of the Queen Isabel- 
la Association, held at the Palmer House, 
was almost entirely devoted to practical mat- 
ters in connection with the proposed Board 
of Lady Managers,“ provided for by Con- 
gress. The following expression of opinion 
as to the manner in which the members of 


that board should be chosen was ordered to. 


be placed before the National Commissioners 
by a committee consisting of the directors 
and four other members of the society: 


The work of the Queen Isabella Association is 
that of carrying special news of the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition into every locality within 
the United States and of promoting a widespread 
personal interest among the women. We believe 
that if the nomination of the women for the 
Board of Lady Managers was given to the 
women of the United States, and the World's 
Columbian Commission appointed tne woman 
who received the greatest number of votes by 
written ballot in eacn State, Territory, and the 
District of Columbia, the personal interest 
throughout the Nation would be so intensified 
and every community be so awakened that each 
would demand Exposition news constantly of its 
local papers till the woman’s board was ap- 
pointed and till the close of the Exposition in 
1893, and would immeasurably increase the at- 
vendance, This would insure the financial suc- 
cess of the Exposition and nationalize its edu- 
cating influence. The novelty of the move would 
increase the attention of other nations and pro- 
mote the internationality of the Worla’s Colum- 
bian Exposition.

NO AGREEMENT REACHED. 


IN THE HANDS OF THE JURY. 


No Apparent Prospect at Midnight ef an 


structions. 


Tue jury in the Corcoran-McAbee case had 
not agreed:at 11 o'clock last night, and the 
lights in the jury-room on the top floor of 
the Criminal Court Building were burning 
brightly. A great many friends of the two 
politicians gathered around waiting for the 
verdict, but they learned nothing except 
that the jury might be out till morning. The 
foreman refused to send for supper when the 
bailiff called at 7 o’clock, and every indica- 
tion pointed to a sharp fight in the chamber. 
It was reported at 11 o’clock that three men 
were holding out for acquittal, ana that they 
were so firmly set in their opinions that 
there was no probability of even a compro- 
mise verdict. The case was put in their 
hands at 4:15 p. m. 


The jury first considered the case of Mc- 
Abee, and the report was that the first ballot 
stood nine to three in favor of conviction. 
The discussion was con Hned to this brauch 
of the case, the question of Corcoran’s guilt 
not being considered. It was stated that the 
jury decided not to take up ine case of Cor- 
coran till after that of McAbee was disposed 
of. The evidence against McAbee being 
weaker than against Corcoran this report 
Was construed either as a victory for those 
who favored an acquittal for McAbee or a 
disagreement of the jury. 


Shortly after midnight tne lights in the 
jury-room were turned down and it was gen- 
erally believed that the jury had retired for 
the night. 

Mr. Forrest consumed the morning session 
with his address in behalf of Corcoran. As 
was expected it was the greatest speech on 
the side of the defense, and affected even 
those who believed in the guilt of the ac- 
cused, The arguments were ingenious, and 
the language at times fuil of pathos.. It was 
a more oratoricalif less argumentative effort 
than bas been heard from Mr. Forrest for a 
long time. Beginning at 9 o’clock~he spoke 
until 1:30. The first two hours were spentin 
general talk, an analysis of the evidence 
being commenced only as his address neared 
the end. Mr. Forrest spoke of the election 
law under which Corcoran and “McAbee 
were indicted, and proudly exclaimed: It 
was this right band that helped make the 
first draft of the law.“ He asked no mercy. 
His client was either wholly guilty or wholiy 
innocent. 

There were were only two questions in the 
case: Were the informers worthy of be- 
lief? And what was corroboration of an in- 
former? He argued that the testimony of 
the informers could not be believed. They 
were self-confessed perjurers. On this. point 
Mr. Forrest quoted many decisions sustain- 
ing his position that the testimony of ac- 
complices should be received with the 
greatest care. They could not corrovorate 
one another. It required corrobora- 
tion by reputable witnesses. The 
State’s-Attorney was severely scored for 
having left the informers“ together in the 
boys’ department of the jail ana having fed 
them on better food than they ever got 
while at liberty. He charged that Officer 
Bengiey instructed them as to the stories 
they were to recite on the witness stand. 
Ho repeated in substance what Mr. Duncan 
had said on tnese points, as well as in a 
scorching arraignment of the records of the 
**informers.”’ He compared Collins to Gui- 
teau, who killed Presiaent Garfield because 
he had been refused a position. He contin- 
ued: 


**Demonstratable Lies. 


t mad and swore he would get even 
with McAbee. He said he would “see who the 
fools were.“ He concocted a story with the 
avowed purpose of sending them to the peni- 
tentiary. I have figured out eighty-nine lies, 
demonstrable lies, that those fellows told. 
Collins says he slept in the bagk room at Cor- 
coran's the night defore aon He says he 
met Corcoran at his saloon in the morning. Here 
is this policeman who says he woke Corcoran up 
ut his house election morning, walked down to 
the polis with him, and staid there with him till 
8 o'clock, 
Collins swore that he distributed the circulars 
Friday. The probability is that he was so drunk 
that he did not know what he did with them. 
They were dated March 31 and were sent out the 
Monday before the election. The importance of 
that is to show what the crowd was doing at 
Corcoran’s saloon after the election night and 
what they were paid fcr. These fellows swear 
that they got their money Tuesday. Is it probabie 
that a man would wait from Friday till Tuesday 
for a few dollars for distributing circulars? Ona 
the other hand, if they distributed circulars 
Monday it is probable that they were paid 
Wednesday. Corcoran did not pay Brown. He 
says he never paid ene dollar to these men. 
Corcoran distributed slips election-day and 
primary-day. He always does; I do the same 
thing. He sends men out in carriages after 
voters; 1 do the same thing primary-day. Some 
are officeholders, and they do it for nothing. 
Sometimes you have to pay money to treat men. 


“The Clinching Thing.“ 


There is the clinching thing of the whole case. 
Why is not that Republican challenger here— 
the one Corcoran told to withdraw his challenge 
from Brown? Where are the policemen who 
arrested Horn? Lynch says that these men gave 
him money for votes. 

You will get an instruction from the court that 
these defendants in testifying have an interest 
in the case. So have tnese witnesses. What is 
that interest? “ We'll send these men to the 
penitentiary!” The ‘‘squealer” always has a

These defendants have been contradicted by 
no honest man, but by confessed perjurers.

Mr. Forrest spoke of the sacrifices that 
bought the freedom of American citizenship 
which these men sold for 50 cents. He de- 
scribed the lodging-house vote from which 
Collins got his repeaters. He saw no impro- 
priety in MeA bee paying for tue lodgers at 
the Superior Hotel. There was no evidence 
that they were illegal voters, and even if 
they were, there was no evidence that Mc- 
Abee kuew of it. He concluded with a fine 
peroration on the subject of Corcoran’s life, 
saying that the error of his boy hoc which 
brought him to tne penitentiary had 
been atoned for by such a life that, although 
he was active in politics, not a slander had 
been breathed against his character. 

The Close for the State. 
After the noon recess State’s-Attorney 
Longenecker made the closing argument for 
the prosecution. He spoke two hours and 
fifteen minutes. He did not take up the evi- 
dence in detail, as that had been done by 
Mr. Neeley. His speech was forcible and he 
kept his temper in spite of frequent inter- 
ruptions by Messrs. Duncan and Forrest, 
whom Judge Baker made no effort to sup- 
press till Mir. Longenecker himself gave 
them a severe lecture for their conduct 
towards him, which he termed disrespectful.

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THE BALLOT-BOX FRAUD CASE STILL 


Agreemeat Before Morning, at Least— 
Three Men Saidto Be Standing Out for 
Acquittal — Proceedings in Court—The 
Closing Addresses of Mr. Forrest and 
State’s-Attorney Longenecker—The In- 


Collins passed all through 
suspect notices and calling 
Registration without help? 


Their Witnesses Prove Nothing. 


They had boasted about the 
their witnesses — Griesneimer, 
Summer. Ali they had testified to was after 


conspiracy. The scene in Griesheimer’s 
store was two weeks after election. Collins 
was drunk at the time, as McAbee had ag 
mitted. McAbee had thrown him off. 
Collins had gone to Corcoran’s the night 
of the presentation of the star drunk. 
Why shouldn’t he go to Corcoran’s! It was 
his home, drunk or sober. If he wasn’t at 
Corcoran’s he was at the Superior Hotel; if 
not at the Superior Hotel he was at Cor- 
coran’s. Corcoran said. Come in, Steve.“ 

The State’s-Attorney continued: 

After all the abuse they heaped upon Collins 
his character rises above that of Corcoran. He 
Was never convicted of an infamous crime. He 
never committed one until he did this work 
under the direction of Corcoran. 

They have made a point on the fact that these 
“informers” were fed on strawberries and 
steaks. Why, it would be better to feed them at 
the public expense all their lives, to feed them 
till they got so fat that thev could not stand on 
their feet, than that men should be allowed to 
copcoct a conspiracy to defeat the will of the 
people and not be convicted of the crime. 

Corcoran has lived here all his life. He knew 
every house from cellar to garret. Who could 
tell Collins where to go and register 
these men better than Corcoran? Some- 
body had to take care of the clerks of 
election and have men at those lodging-houses to 
satisfy them so that they would not send suspect 
notices. Did Collins do that? No, sir. uo 
knew better how to do that than Corcoran? 
Corcoran admits making outslips. If he did so 
for the legitimate purpose he alleges, why did he 
go into back rooms of saloons and take in men 
like a flock of sheep? 

Mr. Longenecker concluded with an ap- 
peal not to let this heinous crime go unpun- 
ished. He spoke of the sanctity of the bal- 
lot-box ana the awful consequences of its 
violation, and admonished the jury not to 
submit to practices that were calculated to 
destroy the foundations of American liberty. 
He asked that the jury inflict the full limit 
of the penalty authorized by the law. 


The Court's Instructions. 

The instructions by Judge Baker to the 
jury were lengthy. He occupied thirty-five 
minutes, reading as fast as he could and be 
intelligible. nere was nothing unusual in 
the instructions. They comprised the ordi- 
nary statements of the lawof conspiracy and 
but little of its application to the case in 
hand, leaving the minds of the jurors free as 
far as possible to judge of the facts and their 
relations to the law. The law of conspiracy 
was laid down as the State’s Attorney 
had explained it. It was pot necessary, 
the instructions said, that it should be proved 
that tne object of the conspiracy was at- 
tained nor that the defendants actually par- 
ticipated in every act composing a part of 
the conspiracy. If it was shown beyond a 
reasonable doubt that the defendants partici- 
pated in the conspiracy they were bound by 
every act of all the conspirators looking 
toward the consummation of the common 
object of the conspirators. If it was shown 
that Corcoran and McAbee instructed Col- 
lins to procure illegal votes or to cause 


persons to register iilégally then 
they were guilty of conspiracy even 
if they did not personaliv get the 
men to vote and register illegally. The 


jury was instructed that the testimony of 
the defendants should be considered in the 
light of the fact thut they were personally 
interested in the outcome of the case. A 
large portion of the instructions was taken 
up by quotations from the City Election law 
defining the numerous offenses puaishable as 
felonies or misdemeanors. 

In behalf of the defense the instructions 
set forth that the testimony ot informers 
should be received with great care; that 
while the jury had the right to convict on 
the unsupported testimony of an informer, 
they should not do so unless such testimony 
was true beyond a reasonable doubt; that in- 
formers could not corroborate one another, 
but corroboration could come only from 
other witnesses. The testimony of the de- 
fenaants should not be rejected on the ground 
alone that they were defendants, but should 
be considered in the light of the other testi- 
mony and given such weight as it was en- 
titled to in view of all the circumstances. 

The jury retired at 4:50 p. m. to the jury- 
room in which so many noted cases have been 
decided. 
The State’s-Attorney suggested that the 
detendants be immediately placed in custody. 
But Judge Baker said it was not requirea by 
law, the offense being only a misdemeanor. 
Judge Baker waited until6o’clock. There 
being no indication of a verdict then he ad- 
oo Page to 10 o’clock. this morning, the jury 
ing permitted, if a verdict was reached 
— that time, to seai the verdict and go 
ome. 


Sent Oat of Town. 

Since the revelations in the Twenty-fourth 
Ward election fraud many of the men who 
were implicated in it have left town.

You say you do not 
understand me and that there was no need of me 
leaving Chicago. 
Mike Corcoran sent me away and has sent me 
twenty (20) dollars since. Lam as true as steel 
and hope you will send down here and bave me 
arrested and brought to Chicago and I will tell 
the truth, just as I did to Judge Longenecker on 
the evening when we went over and had the talk 
with him. 
I handled some money on the election day, but 
have been left out since, although the other side 
has done just as I told you they would—viz.: get 
me out of town.

The Judges Called on to Deelde a Com- 
pNecated Point. 

That the racing on the West Side was of an ex- 
citing character yesterday is shown by the fact 
that in each of the six events the first and séc- 
ond horses were lapped on one another as tney 
passed under the wire. Indeed the three first 
horses as a rule were all lapped, and on one oc- 
casion the winner only gained the victory by a 
neck. Four favorites managed to capture purses, 
and twoshort horses took the others. In the fourth 
event a somewhat rare complication arose. A 
horse named Wedgefield persistently kept out in 
front of the field and beyond the flag. Whether 
Starter Gilmore saw him or not is questionable, 
but he finaliy sent the lot off when Wedgefiela 
was nearly twenty lengths in front and was not 
inside the flag.. All raced to the wire, where 
Diamond Dick landed first hy crossing in front 
of Black Cloud in the stretch, the latter coming 
second and Tom Stevens third. A protest was at 
once entered and the only way out of the 
matter was for the judges to order the race run 
over again according to the rule, which says

HOW IT MIGHT REACH AMERICA, 


The Cholera in Spain Discussed by Surgeon 
General Hamilton. 

WasHInoron, D. C., June 19.—Supervising 
Surgeon-General John B. Hamilton, when 
asked how serious the outbreak of cholera at 
Puebla de Rugat,in Southern Spain, was 
likely to be, and what the chances were of 
its spreading beyona its present confines, re- 
plied:. The indications are that it is the 
real Asiatic articie that has made its appear- 
ance in Southern Spain. The locality is one 
subject to such visitations, as was the case 
in 1888. 

** Should it become epidemic in Spain there 
are two channels of communication by which 
it might reach us—through the continental 
routes and via Cuba. The latter is the more 
dangerous, for there are several lines of 
steamers constantly why ing between Cuba 
and Spanish ports. e keep two sanitary 
inspectors in Havana to look outfor just 
such a contingency. Their duties are to 
notify me promptly of the outbreak of an 
epidemic in Cuba, to inspect passengers on 
ships bound for ports in the United States, to 
see that no infected baggage or cargo is 
shipped for American ports, and when ne>- 
essary to fumigate ships that have American 
destinations. Should the cholera appear at 
Havana and gain any foothold they wouid 
notify me at once by cable to that effect, and 
extraordiuary precautions would be immedi- 
ately adopted to prevent the entrance of the 
scourge from that source.“ 


COLLIDED WITH THE PAY TRAIN, 


Fatal Wreck on the Kansas City, St. Joe, 
and Council Bluffs. 

AtTcHuison, Kas., June 19. — [Special.] — 
About 9 o’ciock this morning the pay-train 
of the Kansas City, St. Joseph and Council 
Biuffs railroad and a through freight-train of 
the same road collided at Rushville, Mo., a 
station five miles east of Atchison, with fatal 
effect. Engineer L. W. Yocum of the pay- 
train was instantly killed. The occupants of 
the pay-car were Paymaster M. B. Merriman, 
Assistant Paymaster Robert Kennard, Gen- 
eral Roadmaster Joseph Hayward, Division 
Roadmaster Dan Bartlett, and the conductor 
and porter, all of whom were injured, Hay- 
ward and‘ Bartlett seriously. No one was in- 
jured on the freight-train, but eighteen head 
of horses were killed outright. The cause of 
the accident is found in the supposition that 
the engineer of the pay-train thought that 
the freight-train, which had nearly come to 
a stop on the main track, was on the switch. 
The pay-train was going at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour. Had the freight been going 
at its full rate of speed a fearful loss of life 
would have resulted. 


Ziegfeld Would Not Reconsider. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Col. Ziegfeld's 
resignation nas been accepted a fina) effort was 
made by the officers and men of the Second Reg- 
iment last night to get him to consent to resume 
the command. A committee of officers consist- 
ing of Lieut.-Col. Judd, whose election was the 
cause of the Colonel's withdrawal, and Capts. 


Lockwood and Lino called on Col. Ziegfeld and 


urged him to reconsider his action.. The Colonel 
rephed that the matter had gone so far that no 
reconsideration was possibie, and thathe must 
stand by his determination to leave the 
regiment. The offloers withdrew, and the 
ranks tmed their eloquence on the Colonel, 
but with no better result. The retiring com- 
mander said that he was sorry to leave his men, 
but that no other course was open to him. The 
soldiers, though disappointed, gave the Colonel 
three cheers as a mark of their appreciation of 
what he has done forthem during the short 
time that he held command.

HE CARRIES THE PRIMARIES ALMOST 
WITHOUT OPPOSITION, 


Searcely Thirty Oat of 400 Delegates to 
the County Convention Today win op- 
pose Him for the State Treasurership— 
Congressman Wiiliam E. Mason Also 
Wins Easily—The Day in the Wards 
Featares of the Situation. 


Franz Amberg is the choice of an over- 
whelming majority of Cook County Reuub- 
licans for State Treasurer of Illinois. That 
was unequivocally demonstrated at the pri- 
mary elections yesterday. Delegates favor- 
able to Mr. Amberg’s nomination were elect- 
ed without serious opposition in nearly all 
the wards, and he oan have the indorsement 
of the county convention today if that is 
deemed necessary. There probably will not 
be thirty opposing delegates out of 400, and 
if there are so many it will be because they 
were not known to be opposed to him. 

It is not likely, however, that any attempt 
will be made at indorsement at today’s con- 
vention. It will not be nevessary. Judge 
Lindley, who appears to be Mr. Amberg’s 
principal competitor for the honor, was some- 
what disappointed with the result last even- 
ing, and it was rumored that he had con- 


cluded to withdraw. He will probably stick 


to the end, nevertheless. If Maj. John 
R. Tanner, however, should withdraw 
his influence from Lindley and transfer it to 
Amberg the nomination of the latter would 
probably be by acclamation. 

Congressman William E. Mason also won 
in the Third District, and his opponent was 
nowhere. Muson carried every ward in the 
district, and will doubtiess be nominated to- 
morrow morning by acclamation. In his 
own ward, where he was threatened with 


the most serious opposition, his political 
enemies did not show themselves ex- 
cept at one primary —that at Western avenue 
and Fulton street. There they were out- 
numbered two to one, as Charles F. Swigart, 
tue ir jeader, acknowledged early in the aft- 
ernoon.

This was the case at the poll 
ing-piace No. 811 Madison street, in the 
Tweifth Ward, where Fred Sherman tried 
conclusions with Ald. Martin and beat him.

dropped clear out of sight and was not heard 


of during the day. 

In the First and Second Wards the prima- 
ries were as dull as the City-Hall Saturday 
afternoon. Strong Amberg men were elected 
in every precinct. The same is true of the 
northern end of the Third Ward. In the 
southern end the candidacy of Judge Everett 
tor a nomination for the Lower House gave 
a little more interest to the proceedings. 
The Everett delegates were elected without 
opposition, and his nomination is a foregone 
conclusion. 

In the Fourth Ward no interest was taken 
in the vote; few came out and fewer voted.

Indiana Agrarian Organizations Form a 
Political State League. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 19.— [Special. }— 
About 200 farmers from all parts of the 
State met here today to form a State league 
of farmers’ organizations. They came as rep- 
resentatives of assemblies and lodges of the 
Farmers’ Alliance, Farmers’ Mutual Benefit 
Association, Patrons of Husbandry, and 
minor agrarian orders. The day’s delibera- 
tions resulted in the adoption of a long list 
of resolutions, the most important 
of which were those favoring free 
Silver coinage, which was adopted 
with great applause; declaring aguinst 
the liquor traffic; declaring against 
class legislation, trusts, and monopolies; de- 
Manding the eiection of United States Sena- 
tors by direct popular vote; demanding tne 
repeal of iaws enabling County Commission- 
ers. to call special elections to vote subsi- 
dies to railways or other corporations; 
demanding the reduction of the fees and 
Salaries of State and county: officers; de- 
mand ing that the legal rate of interest be 
reduced in proportion to that paid by 
capital invested in agriculture and other in- 
dustries; indorsing Senator Stanford’s plan 
of basing currency on land vaiues ana loan- 
ing it to land-owcers at 2 per cent; demand- 
ing the deduction of mortgaged indebtedness 
from appraisements of land; favoring the 
Butterworth bill; and declaring against Na- 
tional banks. Another resoluuon demands 
that the leading parties nominate legislators 
identified by occupation and education with 
toe farming interests, and pledges the com- 
bined organizations to nominate independent 
candidates whenever and wherever this de- 
mand is not complied with. 
Ihe State League was organized with the 
following officers: President, Robert Mich- 
ell, Princeton, Gibson County; Vice-Presi- 
dent, F. J. S. Robinson, Cleveland, Clay 
County; Secretary, W. W. Prigg, Middle- 
town, Henry County; Treasurer, 5 6.

| DOCTOR GUN WA IN JAIL.

ARREST OF AN ALLEGED CHINESE 


PHYSICIAN AT MILWAUKEE. 


The Prisoner Said to Have No Knowledge 
of Medicine and to Be a Common Fake 
from the Orient—The Dispensary Raided 
and All ‘the “ Agsistants” Placed Be- 
hind the Bars—Somoething About the 
Enormous Profits of the Cencern and 
the Method of Doing Business. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 19.—[Special.]— 
Chief of Folice Janssen with a force of de- 
tectives this afternoon raided the medical 
dispensary of Gun Wa, an alleged Chinese 
physician, and arrested Gun Wa and his en- 
tire force of five men, all white. For up 
wards of a year Gun Wa bus been doing a 
thriving business in this city, his advertising 
amounting to $1,000 a month. The Milwaukee 
Dispensary, which occupies the entire upper 
floors of the building corner of Grand avenue 
and Third street, is said to be but a branch of 
a Denver institution controlled by some 
shrewd Americaas who have established 
branches in various cities with a Chinaman 
in each of them. The complaint upon which 
the raid was made is lengthy, covering forty 
pages of typewritten foolscap. The warrant 
includes only the names of J. A.

manager of the Gun Wa e eq 


Lee, a Chinaman, alias Gun Wu: and C. A. 
Jansen, whois tne alleged physician. The 
other three will be held as witnesses: Five 
separate counts are charged in the complain. 
as follows: 

Conspiracy to defraud, fraudulent use of 
the title doctor,“ obtaining money under 
false pretenses, violation of the pharmacy 
laws of the State by compounding medicines 
without first haying procured a pharma- 
cist’s license, and the circulation of obscene 
literature? 

Among other things Gun Wa is charged 
with having a false name, his right one be- 
ing Jim Lee, It is further claimed that he 
is simpiy a laundryman and a common gam- 
bier. The complaint also sets forth that 
Gun Wa has claimed, in gorgeous advertis- 
ing, to be a graduate of the Ging Young Ho, 
Young Gop Ho, and Fow Chow Colleges in 
Japan, and this claim, as well as the state- 
meut that the alleged physician bas a diploma 
from the Empéror of China, is declared to be 
absolutely false. The representauon that 
the medicines dispensed by Gun Wa are 
brought here frum China is also false, all of 
the compounds, the complaint says, being 

urchased here in Milwaukee. Then fol- 
ows in the complaint a graphically detailed 
description of the mode of treatment em- 
ployed by the physician, telling of the mys- 
terious Manner in which a putient is re- 
ceived, and how he has to face a flash light 
in a darkened room.

Sees ah Opportunity, by Making Some 
Changes in the Tariff Bill, to Secure a

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 19.— [Special.] — 
Becretary Blaine is likely from this time on 
to take a positive hand in shaping his party’s 
yolicy. This isthe meaning of the Secre- 
tary’s letter on South American reciprocity, 


which the President sent to Congress today. 


While the President makes no comment, the 
assumption is that heisin sympathy with 
the Secretary of State. When the Tariff bill 
was in the Ways and Means Committee the 
proposition for a resolution to accompany it, 
guthorizing, the President to take the initial 
steps toward reciprocity by declaring the 
ports of the United States free to the 
Latin American countries on reciprocity 
grounds, was discussed. Now, it happened 
that Maj. McKinley and most of his col- 
leagues were not looking for enlarged com- 


mercial relations with South America or any 


other countries, and they did not encourage 
the suggestions thrown out from the State 
Department. When the Tariff bill was be- 
tore the House Mr. Hitt, from the Committee 
oh Foreign Relations, did report a general 
declaratory resolution of this sort, which is 
now on the calendar. But it is so mild in 


tone that it would have little positive 


influence compared with an amendment 
to the Tariff bill itself. Hence 
the message to the Senate, which 
now has the bill before it and could incor- 
porate a suggestion of this kind. So much 
for the general proposition. As to details 
there will de more difference of opinion. 
Secretary Blaine evidentiy thinks that free 
sugar given unconditiovally to all countries 
‘would be a mistaken policy and would tend 
to retard Pan-American rec procity. These 
views he is seeking to emphasize with his 
personal directness. 
Secretary Blaine has received the follow- 
ing telegram from the Chairman of the Na- 
tional.

the Fair at Chicago. 
Philadelphia Press: After much discussion 
pro and con it seems the Chicago World's Fair 
people have decided upon the Lake-Front site 
as the one on which to set up their Fair, whose 
glories are to outshine those of Paris, Vienna, and 
Philadelphia, and to be an exponent, as it were, 
of the development of the great American Com- 
monwealth, than which there can be no better 
example than the magnificent City of Chicago 
itself. 
Tne Lake-Front site, it must be understood, is 
as yet beneath the emerald waters of Lake Mien- 
igan, and the area to be filled in and built upon 
can be made clear to Philadelphians if they con- 
sider ‘that the World’s Fair park in Chicago 
bears the same relation to that city as a park 
along the Delaware front, stretching from Pop- 
lar street on the north to Washington avenue 
on the south, and reaching westward from its 
outer line to Fifth street, would bear to the City 
of Philadelphia. 
The Fair will be right in the heart of the city, 
and, as is argued, by its location will attract an 
attendance it would not be possible to attain 
were it put in one of the more suburban parks 
which surround Chicago with a belt of beautiful 
verdure. The same argumert, however, that 
was used for the holding of the Fairitself away 
from a seaboard city might be used in Chicago 
for locating the site away from the very heart of 
the municipality, not only on account of the 
greater expanse of ground available but so that 
the individuality of the exhibition would not be 
interfered with by the nearness of the busy city 
life, and also that the inevitable congestion that 
would ensue on the streets with the Wor!d’s Fair 
on the Lake-Front might be avoided. The rail- 
road and street-car facilities of Chicago are such 
that a fair could be held under far superior con- 
ditions at one of the parks to the south than ob- 
tained in Philadelphia in 1876, when the exhibi- 
tion was successful in spite of its location. 
But wherever held it is to be hoped that the 
exhibit of Pennsylvania and Philadelphia will 
be commensurate with theirown greatness and 
the character of the exposition, which, unless all 
signs fail, will be more than an object lesson to 
the nations of the earth—becomuing, under the 
guiding hands of Chicago euterprise, a sort of 
apotheosis of America’s Marvelous achieve- 
ments. Looking at the matter in a philosopbic 
way Chicago is peculiarly the city dest fitted as 
a type ſot our growth, for it is entirely of the pres- 
ent. No colonial landmarks adorn its streets, no 
spots identified with the throes of Revolutionary 
and pre- Revolutionary wars are within iis bound- 
aries. What few localities there were identified 
witb pioneer life wereswept away by the great 
fire, and Chicago — stands as 2 magniflceut 
type of the great American city that leans not on 
the past for its reputation or on things done for 
its standing. 
The seething, busy bustling mart of today. the 
great storehouse for the unlimited West, with all 
its signs of extraordinary life and vigor. where 
even the doctors erect street poles at the cor- 
ners so that their light may not be hid under a 
bushel. is more than any other center fitted to 
be godfather of the great Columbian Exhibition. 


Chicago itself is worth seeing if there was noth- 


ing else to go out for. In England London may 
be all England; in France Paris may be ail 
France, but the holding of the great Fair in Chi- 
cago will forever lay that ridiculous dea that a 
seaboard city, and that New York, is all Amer-

DID THEY DISCRIMINATE? 


MICHIGAN CENTRAL OFFICIALS ON 
TRIAL BEFOKE JUDGE BLODGETT. 


They Are Charged with Violation of the 
Inter-State Commerce Law by Accept- 
ing a Cut Rate from Counselman & Co.— 
High Salaried Pesitions Going Begging 
— Did Not Meet the Grand Trunk’s New 
Rate—Kailroad Notes. 


The trial of the officials of the Michigan 
Central railroad company for violation of 
the Inter-State Commerce law was begun 
before Judge Blodgett in the Federal court 
yesterday morning. Tbe indicted officiais 
are accused of receiving grain from Counsel- 
man & Co. of this city at a lower rate thun 
was charged other firms, in direct violation 
of that provision prohibiting discrimination. 
The court decided a few days*ago that the 
company could not be included as a party to 
the proceedings. The defendants are Alex- 
ander Mackay, General Freight Agent; Fred 
C. Nichols and E. L. Somers, agents of the 
Blue Line, which is the Michigan Central's 
fast freight service and extends to all 
the Eastern Vanderbilt lines, and Arthur 
Street, Assistant General Freight Agent. 
Watson P. Griswold was shown to be a 
misnomer, Walson P. Griswold by this means 
escaping trial 

On account of the intricacies of the case 
the attorneys after a consultution decided to 
submit the case to the court, so that no time 
was wasted in the selection of a jury. Ed- 
win Walker represented Mackay, and Millis 
& Ingham appeared for Somers and Nich- 
ols. Street was not represented by counsel, 
claiming that he could prove his innocence 
without the aid of attorneys. 

In his opening against the officials District- 
Attorney Ewing said that at first there was 
an arrangement for simply shipping the 
grain in the Santa Fé Elevator, which is con- 
trolled by Counselman & Co. Afterwards 
the road agreed to ship at the reduced rates 
grain bought in open market and stored in 
ene Santa Fé Elevator. Subsequently there 
Was an agreement to exchange twenty-tive 
car-loads of grain arriving in the city for 
twenty-five car-loads of grain, local, on the 
Illinois Central tracks. 

Charles B. Siade, an employé of Counsel- 
man & Co., was the first witness, and his 
testimony told heavily against the defense. 
Mr. Slade told of a conversation he had with 
Mr. Street in which arrangements were 
made for shipping grain for Counselman & 
Co. from Chicago to New York by paying 
the Michigan Central’s pro rata of the 
through rate from a 110 per cent point. 

Judge biodgett asked to have tne matter 
made clearer, and it was explained that 
Counselman & Co. shipped grain bought in 
open market in this city over the Michigan 
Central, just as it came from a 
certuin place west of Chicago—denomi- 
nated the 110 per cent point.“ By an 
arrangement between the Eastern and West- 
ern roads the rate from this 110 per cent 

int“ to New York was 22 cents. The 

estern road received as its share 3.5 cents, 
tne Eastern 18.2 cents. It was part of the 
agreement that the 3.8 cents was returned to 
Counselman & Co. and entered in the ac- 
counts as paid or charged to the accoucatof 
the Western company. The reguiar rate 
trom Chicago to New York being about 20 
cents, Counselman & Co. saved 1 810 cents 
on every bushel shipped under this arrange- 
ment. The bills of lading were stampec in 
red ink and tne words added, Pay charges 
to Santa Fé Elevator and Dock company 
only.” By this means the money did not 
pass through the hands of the Auditor of 
the road, and it was made to appear (hat 
grain really coming from the Santa Fé Ele- 
vator came from points west of the city. 

Attorney Walker said when tne witness 
left the stand that the defense was willing to 
admit that the regular rate on grain from 
Chicago to New Yori at that time was 20 
cents, and that Counseilman & Co. were 
granted an 18 2-10-cent rate. He intimated, 
however, that with that admission there was 
a good defense to this proceeding. 

At the afternoon session Franz Poppe, a 
clerk in the General Freight Agent’s office, 
identified certain bills. P. Bird Price, Chief 
Grain Inspector of the Railroad and Ware- 
‘house Commission, submitted some docu- 
mentary proof in support of the charge. F. 
D. Martfn, an employé of Counselman & Co., 
corroborated the testimony of Slade. 

The case will be resumed this morning. 
There was a large attendance of railroad 
people in court. If there is a conviction any 
railroad can be sued successfuliy for a rebate 
equal to that granted to Counselman. This 
suitis the resultof the Board of Trade in- 
vestigation, the evideace taken being trans- 
mitted to the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission. Indictments were secured in June, 
1889. 


BIG POSITIONS GUING BEGGING. 


Efforts to Secure Commissioners for the 
Trunk Line Association. 

The war in freight rates between the 
Eastern roads is getting so serious as to 
tbreaten the existence of both the Central 
Traffic and Trunk Line Associations, and it 
is urged that immediate steps be taken by 
the trunk line magnates to prevent disas- 
trous results. Since the retirement of Com- 
missioner Fink his place has been held by R. 
J. Hayaen, Vice-President of the New York 
Central, but he has not been able to devote 
sufficient time to it, and since the retirement 
of Passenger Commissioner Tuttle the 
latter position has been vacant. Efforts 
have been made by the President to find a 
successor to Mr. Fink, but they do not seem 
to have been able to get further than offer- 
ing the place to Nathan Guilford, General 
Traffic Munager of the New York Central, 
who positively declined it. A majority of 
the Presidents would like to have Mr. 
Blanchard appointed, but President King of 
the Erie and one or two othersare so bitterly 
opposed to him as to make his appointment 
impossible. Besides, Mr. Blancbard is needed 
by the Central Traffic Association, which but 
for his energetic efforts would have gone to 
pieces long ago. The name of Alduce F. 
Walker, Chairman of the Gentlemen’s Asso- 
ciation—or what is left of it—hbas been lately 
suggested and has been received with some 
favor. : 

Meanwhile the Passenger Committee has 
been looking about to fill the place of Com- 
missioner Tuttie, but, although itis a $10,000 
posinion, it has’ met with no success. J. F. 
Goddard. late Vice-Presidentof the Atchison, 
was tendered the berth, but he preferrea to 
take the position of Chairman of the Western 
Passenger Association. Efforts are now 
being made to induce James R. Wood, Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, to take the place. So anxiousis 
the Passenger Committee to fil) the vacaucy 
that it has offered Mr. Wood $12,000 a vear, 
$2,000 more than was paid to Mr. Tuttle. It 
is not believed, however, that Mr. Wood can 
be induced to accept the office. 

A meeting of the Fresidents of the Trunk 
Line Association has been called for June 27. 
The vital quesuon of east-bound rates is to be 
disposed of, ail methods of reaching a settie- 
ment by subordinate officiais having failed.

Did Not Meet the Grand Trunk Rate. 

The announcement in Tun Trisung yester-

Its 
delay. was due to a little note on the bottom 
of tne Grand Truuk'e new tariff, which is to 
the effect that this tariff is for tne use of the 
East-Bound Freight Committee and not in- 
tended forthe public, The Lake Shore peo- 
ple could not understand why such a proviso 
was added and they did not like to meet the 
new rate tatil they Knew that the tariff had 
been properly filed h the Inter-State Com- 


mission. As soon as the tariff has been so 
filed they say they will promptly meet the 
cut.

THE PUZZLE EASILY EXPLAINED. 
— 


Why the Belgians Can Fill Orders for 
Structural Steel. 

CHICAGO, June 18.—[ Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Please note the clipping from THE TRIBUNE of 
yesterday: 7 

“PITTSBURG. Pa., June 16.—[Special.]—The 
intelligence that a Belgian firm has offered to 
supply the structural iron for the new court- 
house at Minneapolis 2 per cent cheaper than it 
can be furnished by Pittsburg has created a stir 
among iron und steel manufacturers. The money 
involved will approximate $300,000, and the im- 
portance of such a contract is apparent. E. M. 
Butz, A. M. Byers, John Chalfant, and Carne- 
gie, Phipps & Co., all of. Whom are prominent 
in the trade, express doubts as to the genuine- 
ness of the offer. At the Belgian Consulate, 
however, the offer is deciared to have been 
made in good faith, and the Belgian manufact- 
urers are said to be ready to take the contracts, 
just as they have similar work at Austin and 

fouston, Tex. The opinion among the manu- 
facturers here is that if the Belgians can fill the 
contract then the tariff on, structural iron is 
too low. Carnegie, Phipps & Co. confess them- 
selves puzzled, They say that the price now for 
beams is $3.10. The Belgians charged 83.25 for 
the Austin iron, and sincé then wages and other 
items have increased the cost of production in 
Belgium 17 per cent. Mr. Byers intimates that 
there may be some way of evading the straight 
schedule of duties.’ Aitogether the manufactur- 
ers are sorely puzzled.“ : 
Also note the conclusion that “tariff on struct- 
ural iron is too low.“ Consumers have a differ- 
ent explanation—i. e., “ prices of structural iron 
and steel in the United States are too high, 
owing to a combination of all the mills that 
roll beams of the sizes used in buildmgs.“ 
In the fall of 1888 the ** combination price was 
reduced for plain beams from $3.30 per 100 pounds 
to 8200 f. o. b. Chicago, which induced owners 
to allow their architects to use more steel in 
their buildings, to change from ordinary con- 
struction to fire-proof, and in general to build in 
a more substantial and durable manner to the 
improvement of our cities. Abouta year ago 
the combination thought the consumption 
warranted an advance and put the price to $3.20, 
an advance of 86 per ton. As some of our largest 
— rn buildings use 5,000 tons it increases the 
cost of such buildings $30,000. which in the opin- 
ion of the consumers is entirely a “ monopoly 
profit ’—i. e., just so much over and above a 
good fair living profit, and so far from wishing 
to see the tariff imcreased are delighted 
to see a possibility, through foreign im- 
portations, of forcing the combination to put 
down its prices to about where they would be 
were the mills in competition instead of in 
„combination,“ which is simply another word 
for a trust or a monopoly. Certainly we all de- 
sire to see the iron and steel interests flourish 
and increase, to which end they must have a 
fair profit, but at the same time we wish to muke 
steel tire-proof construction the general rule in 
all our city buildings, and notthe exception, to 
which ena the rolled metal must be furnished at 
a reasonable price, ana we hope to see it accom- 
plished through the Belgian importation, believ- 
ing that the freight and tariff are sufficient to 
give the United States milis all the advantage 
they need or should have for the general good. 
In support of the belief that American mills 
can stand a reduction I mention the fact, easily 
verified, that in Europe, where there is the same 
competion on beams as on angles and tees. the 
prices run about in the following proportions: 
Angles, $1.20; tees, $1.30; beams, $1.25, per 100 
pounds. 
In this country, where there is a competition 
on angles and tees, and where, owing to the 
‘**combiftation,” there is none whatever on 
beams, the proportions are: Angles, $2.10; tees, 
$2.30; beams, $3.20. 
This extra price for beams of $1 per 100 pounds, 
or 820 per ton, is due solely to the combina- 
tion,“ and is an extra net profit to the mill-own- 
ers, as I cannot learn that any part of it goes to 
the workmen. | 
So mauy mills manufacture angles and tees 
—— thus far no “ combination has been possi- 

e. 

The tariff is now $25 per ton on this material. 
Were it reduced to $10 beams would be sold ata 
price fair for both manufacturer and consumer. 
There is no fea? of Belgian beams being al- 
lowed seriousiy to reduce the consumption of 
American material, for the combination will 
reduce their price the moment it is its interest 
50 to do. 

This is one of the instances where the tariff is 
too high, and gives birth to a monopoly that is 
an injury to the entire country, not counting the 
mill owners, for were beams sold at the same 
price as other structural iron and steel, and of 
the possibility there is no doubt, their consump- 
tion would be increased largely. hence greater 
‘ out-puts ot ore and pig iron, the employment 
of more men at the mines and mills, and all this 
because then a far greater percentage of the 
buildings being erected throughout the country 
would be substantial, permanent structures; ad- 
vantages so great and numerous that it is scarce- 
ly possible to comprehend their magnitude.

HE APPEARS TO ARGUE IN PERSON 
HIS HABEAS CORPUS WRIT. 


Upon His Plea That He Is Not Ready for 
Trial Judge Collins Grants Him a Con- 
tinuance Until Monday—A Real-Estate 
Boom en the Calumet Makes Its Ap- 
pearance in Court—Legal Notes—The 
Record—The Call. 


Frank H. Collier appeared before Judge Col- 
lins yesterday morning to present in person his 
claims under the writ of habeas corpus secured 
Wednesday.

CHICAGO, June 19.—[Editor of The Tribune.j— 
Jama resident of Hyde Park dnd ride daily on 
the grip“ cars and find that from irty-ninth 
street south to the terminus the boys of all ages 
from 6 to 15 are jumping on the cars continually. 
Five or six of them will buy enough eveaing 
papers to give one to each boy, and thus dis- 
guised as newsboys they inflict themselves on 
every passenger, being so extremely careless in 
their antics that it becomes the wonder of every- 
body that a number of them are not injured 
every day. 1 would call your attention to the 
local ordinances of two Eastern cities which if 
enacted by our own Council and enforced here 
would stop this practice entirely. Baltimore 
has a stringent law against unlawful riding (that 
is, riding without paying fare) on any steam, 
electric, or horse car, or any omnibus, 
wagon, or otner  venicle. It was only 
necessary to make a few arrests to stop the dan- 
gerous habit entirely. Boston bas a regulation 
of a similar character, with the addition that the 
New England News company has a corps of boys 
who wear badges, the same as our newsboys on 
steam roads, and who alone are authorized to 
sell papers on their street-cars.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were fairly firm 
yesterday, some of them being really strong, 
though turning down at the outset. The weather 
was again warm here, and favorable in the West, 
except for the fact of too much rain in some sec- 
tions. The movement of produce in the coun- 
try is less active, and some say this 18 a conse- 
quence of growing uncertainty in regard to the 
crop outcome, while others think it is because 
the farmers now have to devote all their avail- 
able time to work in the fields. 

Duluth reported the taking of 150,000 bu wheat 
for export, and the fact was referred to as proof 
that the English markets cannot be so apathetic 
as bas been claimed. The fact is the foreign 
buyer is seldom willing to admit that he wants 
anything so badly as to be obliged to buve it, and 
bis bids are almost always below the market. As 
many of them are resting ones a decline here 
may, and often does, carry ine price down to 
limits, and the order is filled as soon as possibie 
80 us to forestall its possible revocation. 

A prominent member says the remark about 
its being absurd to suppose we shall have no 
wheat for export from this crop may itself prove 
to be a mistaken one. He deciares, in all sober- 
ness, his conviction that the crop of this year 
will not be more than sufficient for the supply of 
home wants. 

The crop reports about wheat were again con- 
flicting. The Price Cu rent summary was rather 
bearish, telling of improved cond tions in some 
sections, but the reports for the day did not bear 
it out. It is said that some of the best wheat 
counties in Tennessee, after passing through the 
harvest test, are turning out only one-third of an 
average crop. There is too much rain in Ohio, 
complaints of lice as far north as Central lowa, 
and reportsfrom Minnesota that rust is met 
with over “large areas. Several sections 
in the Northwest are said to complain that they 
have too much water, 

It is reported from Louisville that the Court of 
Appeals has decided a case which practically de- 
clares that all bucket-shop “trading’’ in Ken- 
tucky 18 gambling. 

St. Louis men expected that the first car of 
new wheat for this season would arrive there 
late yesterday. This is a little earlier than 
usual. It generally gets there about June 22. 

The published pamphlet containing the June 
crop report by the department at Washington 
gives a glowing account of the crop prospects in 
Europe at the date of latest advices. 

Hutchinson was an active buyer of wheat for 
August, and the infection spread to Milwaukee, 
where ** Aleck’’ Young was bidding for it at a dif- 
fereuce of 5gc from July.
